New York, May 16—The Cuba, from Liv- 
erpool May 6th and Queenstown 7th, has arri- 
ved. Resolutions of sympathy with Ameri¢ans 
continue to pour in. Almost every public body 
and place in England must have given expres- 
sion-of sympathy. Amongst the last demonstra- 
tions was @ very great and most’ enthusiastic 
meeting of the working men of London. In. ad- 
dition to. the resolutions of condolence they adop- 
ted one resolation expressive of satisfaction over 
Federal successes and the destruction of slavery. 
The Zimes has friendly and hopefal editorials on 
the speeches of Sir F. Bruce and President Jobu- 
son, which are regarded as a fresh cearnest of 
amity, Itsays Johnson’s language is pacifie and 
statesmanlike, and will meet. with a warm re- 
sponse. in England. 
idle words of provocation which have been ex- 
pressed by irresponsible persons may be -buried 
in the grave of Lincoln. The Queen’s response 
to the address from Parliament says she earnest- 
ly participates in the sentiments of the addresses 
to heron the assassination, and has given direc- 





j tions to the Minister at Washington to make 


known the feeling entertained by Parliament in 
connection with herself and the whole people. 

In the Houseof Lords Ravensworth question- 
ed Derby as to'the meaning of his expression 
that Southerners, if connected: with the asgassi- 
vation, committed’ worse than crime. Derby 
said he did not see how his expression could be 
wrongly interpreted. He used the well known 
aphorisin of Tulleyrand to simply convey his 
meaning that the Southerners, by sanctioning 
that act, would not only be guilty of highly im- 
moral conduct but would at the same tinie approve 
of tligt which could not but inflict the most seri- 
ous injary upon|their political cause. The House 
of Commons noted the main points. The ques- 
tion for the reduction of. the tea daty was post- 
poned till June 1st. Napoleon was enthysias- 
tically received in Algiers. The Government 
bill for 10,000 men, as the contingent of 1866, 
liad passed the Corps Legislatif. The rumored 
mission of Vegazze to Rome on the subject of 
religious matiters in the Etalian Kingdom is to 
end. The Spanish Government had published 
the decree ordering the evacuation of San Do- 
mingo. 

New Yors, May 16.—The Commercial’s spe- 
cial says evidence of guilt of the prisoners at con- 
spiracy trial appears so conclusive as to com- 
pletely check the current’ of sympathy in their 
favor produced by the character of the secret 
trial, It is said the prisoners are advised by 
their counsel to abandon all hope. Their defence 
appears to be atterly broken down. Beverly 
Johnson takes but little part in the trial. He is 
preparing an elaborate argument concerning the 
jurisdiction of the courts.

New York, May 16.—Among Richmond tro- 
phies captured by the Sth Corps is a huge Rus- 
sian bloodhound, which was used and kept .by 
one of the Libby Prison jailors to hunt down es- 
caped Union prisoners: A grand review in the 
vicinity of Wasbington of the Army of the Po- 
tomac, Sherman’s and as many other forces as 
may be there, is fondly looked forward to by the 
troops. ‘The 15th corps and part of Sheridan’s 
army passed through Richmond yesterday en route 
for Washington. It is said many of Sberidan’s 
officers and men are anxious to join the Mexican 
emigration enterprise. The rebel General Lee 
and family are living in Richmond on Govern- 
ment rations, Which afte regularly served out to 
them.

New Yors, May 13.—The Liberty, ftom Ha- 
vana Sth with Vera Cruz dates to. April 27th, 
has arrived. It is reported. Juarez would estab- 
lish his capital at Monterey. Maximillian on 
reaching Orazaba heard of the fall of Richmond 
and capitulation of Lee, whereupon he posted 
back to the capital and dispatched his Chief of 
Cabinet, Malen, to the United States. There 
are various reports as to his mission.

CompertaNp, May 11,—At daylight yesterday at Cra- 
onsville { sugprised and captured Jeff. Davis and family, 
including hig wife, sister, mother, Private Secretary, 
Col. Harriso¥, Col. Johnson, Col. Lubbrek, Lieut, Har- 
den, and seferal other important persons, a train of 
five waggongand threeambulances, A painful mistake 
cost us twa@ killed, Lieut. Bently, of 4th Michigan, 
wounded, and four men of lst Michigan wounded. This 
occurred at @aylight and-before the capture of Davis. 
(Signed) Pritcuarp, Lieut.-Col, 1st Michigan Cavalry. 

Macox (Gb.), May 13.—Lieut.-Col. Harden has just 
arrived trom{Craonsville. He struck the trail of Davis 
at Dublin, Lawrence County, on the evening of the 7th, 
and followed him night and day through the pine wil- 
derness of agligator creeks and green swamps. At 
Chamberlangville he met Col. Pritchard with 150 pick- 
ed men, andfhastily followed the train directly south. 
From Pritchard he got fresh horses, and pushed down 
Ocmulgee toivards Hope hill ; thence by Horse Creek 
to town, whé¢re he arrived-at midnight. Jeff. Davis had 
not been there, but from citizens he learned that his 
party was exicamped 2 miles from towm. Pritchard 
immediatelyimade proper dispositjon of his men, and 
surrounded {he camp before daylight. Iarden arrived 
in the vicinify the samé evening, and encamped within 
2 miles of Davis’ camp-without knowing it. At three 
o'clock in the morning he pushed forward, and had 
gone @ little|{mere than'a mile when his advance came 
on a party of 50 men of the lst Michigan cavalry.’ A 
skirmish ensued, and 15 minutes elapsed before the mis- 
take was discovered. The firing in‘the skirmish was 
the first waming Davis had. Cavalry men state that 
he hastily pat'on his wife’s-dress and started for the 
river, followed by men who thought he was a woman. 
Seeing his boots while running, they found out his 
ruse. The fate was short and the rebel President was 
soon brougljt to bay... Drawing a bowie knife he show- 
ed signs of fight, but finally yielded to the mild per- 
suasive inflyence of revolvers, without compelling the 
men to fire.} He expressed great indignation at the en- 
ergy with which he had been pursued, saying he had 
believed any government too magnanimous to hunt 
down women and children. Jeff. Davis remarked to 
Col. Harden, after the excitement was over, that the 
men had befthr not provoke him or he might hurt some 
of them. (Signed) Ne.son, Major-Gen. 

Macon, May 13.—Col, Pritchard’s command, with 
Jeff. Davis and others, is expected to arrive here to- 
morrow. They will be forwarded to Washington under 
a strong guard. 

New Yorx, May 13.—The Sazoria, from Southamp- 
ton 3rd, arrived.’ In the House of Lords Earl Russell 
moved an hnmble address to the Queen, expressing sor- 
row and indignation at President Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion, and pmying that those sentiments be communica- 
ted to the American Government.
